Carlton, tbe chaplain, conducted the ceremonies, 
and after prayer and singing by the prison choir 
there were brief and interesting addresses by 
various distinguished gentlemen present. Col. 
Charles H. Taylor, private secretary to Governor 
Ciaflin, was the first speaker. Rev. Joseph Story, 
of Boston, followed in brief remarks, and after he 
had finished, a Miss Swan, of Charlestown, read a 
patriotic poem and also the celebrated Lady Teazle 
dialogue with her husband. 

Gideon Haynes, the Warden of the prison, then 
addressed the inmates. He said that his remarks 
would be chiefly confined to the matter of pardons. 
He did not believe in pardons, but the laws of 
Masachnsetts and many other States were such 
that they were desirable, if not absolutely neces¬ 
sary. As it is, however, the necessity of pardons 
was clear to all who would give the matter serious 
consideration. But to decide who were the most 
deserving of clemency was very difficult All who 
had been pardoned from the institution on Thanks¬ 
giving ovations had been deserving of mercy, and 
their conduct after gaining freedom had uniformly 
been such as to justify their release. There were 
two, he said, to be pardoned to-day, and he hoped 
that their conduct in after life would be such as to 
render them good and useful citizens. At this re¬ 
mark there was a total silence—a stillness almost 
painful, for none but the Warden knew upon whom 
the mantle of freedom was to fall, and nearly 
every prisoner hoped, if he did not expect, that 
he would be the favored one. Mr. Haynes hesi¬ 
tated a couple of seconds and then announced the 
names of John Long and John Hayes. These two 
fortunate men were loudly cheered by their fellow 
prisoners, and as they stood up iu acknowledg¬ 
ment of their sadden and unexpected release they 
shed tears of joy. The scene was one of great 
emotion, and among the 300 or 400 prisoners there 
was scarcely a dry eye. Mr. Haynes, when the 
excitement had subsided, went on to say that four 
years ago these young men (one twenty-two and the 
other twenty-three years of age) were convicted of 
highway robbery, and that they were sentenced to 
twenty-five and twenty years’ hard labor in the 
prison, the heaviest sentence falling on Long. Now, 
after having served four years of their time, the fact 
had been established beyond a doubt that they were 
innocent of the crime charged upon them, and it 
bat just that they should be given their liberty, and 
that no stain should rest upon their character. 

The exercises were closed soon after, and the 
two emancipated men were furnished with citi¬ 
zens’ clothes, upon receiving which they pro¬ 
ceeded to their homes in Boston to partake of a 
Thanksgiving turkey with the old folks. • The 
other prisoners were given a season of recreation 
iu the yard, and in the middle of the afternoon 
they united in their Thanksgiving repast— N. Y.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

From the Springfield Republican. 

We do not mean to say anything more, just now, 
about the prospective occupation of the whole 
United States by the wearers of the pigtail, which 
may be expected about the time spoken of by Syd¬ 
ney Smith, when Europe shall return under the 
sway of the small pox. Leaving Koopmanschap 
and the California democrats to their own devices, 
for the present, let us consider some of the ques¬ 
tions raised by Mr. Ross Browne, who, since he 
came home from China, has been busily writing and 
circulating documents to prove that he is right, 
and the governments of England, Prance and the 
United States are wrong, in the view taken by each 
concerning the new treaties with China, negotiated 
by the ardent Burlingame, ne reminds us a little 
of that juryman, who, explaining to the judge wli.7' 
his jury could uot agree on a verdict, said, “There 
were eleven as obstinate men in that jury-box as 
your honor ever saw.” Mr. Browne is so confi¬ 
dent he knows more than anybody out of China, 
and that everbody in China who knows anything 
agrees with him, that if we will give ourselves up 
to his guidance, we shall have no difficulty in con¬ 
cluding that the Chinese are false, insolent and re- 
actionaiy, from beginning to end, and that we 
mast use toward them such Christiau persuasion 
as the sailor did when he “ enticed” his messmate 
down the hatchway, with a handspike. 

No doubt there is a middle way of opinion be¬ 
tween the panegyrics of Mr. Burlingame and the 
savage prejudices of the Shanghai merchants, 
who, in their intercourse with the Chinese, often 
display no less ignorance, with far less excuse, 
than the mandarins of whom they complain so 
much. These men seem to entertain for the Chin¬ 
ese, out of whom they make their fortunes, the 
same contempt and hatred that the Southern whites 
have for the negroes, and, we dare say, with little 
better reason for it. How barbarous their conduct 
could be, half a dozen years ago, we may learn 
from this anecdote, related by Prof. Pumpelly, in 
his recent book, describing his travels in China in 
1863. The incident described took place at 
Shanghai, where the English and American sup¬ 
porters of Mr. Browne exercise lordship over the 
Chinese. Prof. Pumpelly says:— 

A steam boat, which had been undergoing re¬ 
pairs, made a trial trip, crowded with most of the 
leading foreigners of Shanghai, all, like myself, in¬ 
vited for a pleasure excursion up the Wursung 
river. As we were steaming at full speed, we saw 
some distance ahead of ns a large scow, loaded so 
heavily with bricks as to be almost unmanageable 
by the oars of four Chinamen who were propelling 
it They saw the steamer coming, and knowing 
well how narrow was the channel, worked with all 
their'force to get ont of it and let the boat pass. 
As we all stood watching the slow motion of the 
scow, which we were rapidly approaching, I lis¬ 
tened every instant for the order to stop the engine. 
The unwieldy craft still occupied half the channel, 
the coolies straining every mnscle. to increase her 
slow motion, and uttering cries which evidently 
begged for a few instants’ grace. There was yet 
time to avoid collision, when the pilot called ont, 
“ Shall I stop her, sir ?” “ No,” cried the captain, 
“go ahead.” There was no help for it Horri¬ 
fied at hearing this cold-blooded order, I waited 
breathlessly for the crash, which soon came. The 
scow striking under the port bow, veered around 
lengthwise and was almost instantly under the 
paddles. A shriek, a shock, a staggering motion 
of our boat, and we were again steaming up the 
channel. Going to the stern, I could see but one of 
the four Chinamen, and he was motionless in the 
water. Among the faces of the foreigners on the 
crowded decks there were lew traces of the feeling 
which every new comer must experience after wit¬ 
nessing such a scene. The officers of the boat 
looked coolly over the side to see whether the bow 
and paddles had suffered any damage ; and such 
remarks as were made upon lhe occurrence were 
certainly not in favor of the vict ims. The instance 
I have cited admitted of no excuse, as a few 
minutes’ time could be of no importance on a pleas¬ 
ure excursion. It has long been the practice of 
foreign vessels to run into and sink any junks or 
boats that might be in their way, no matter how 
crowded with passengers these might - be; and 
probably scarcely a day passed without a boat 
being thus sunk in Chinese waters. 

Undoubtedly men who can witness without abhor¬ 
rence this heartless murder of poor people, may 
be able to form correct opinions about the policy 
of the Chinese government But do we receive 
without abatement the censures passed by the 
I Southern whites in the districts where the Ku-Klux
